One ie the KaKt 
End creek, which in the least trouble- 
come of the trio, partly because of the 
wooded nature of its shores, which 
hold back tho rainfall, even In times 
of cloudburst; and partly because the 
land In that portion of the city la not 
to closely built upon. The other two 
»re the Oneonta and Silver creeks, and 
It is a decidedly fortunate season In 
which considerable trouble is not ex- 
periehced from one or the other, or 
both. The storm of Wednesday of this 
w«ek is a pretty fair example of what 
o&6 of theae Ktreams can do when It 
K«ta> upon a rampage. 


Yeara ago, when land in the city 


wag Jess valuable, there v.-aa no great 
damage experienced from these floods. 
The houses were not closo to the banks 
of the streams — there had been no ne- 
cessity for such proximity, and the 
waters spread out over wider beds and 
easily reached tho river. 
But with 


more bulldins. In the case of Silver 
creek at least, the stream has been 
confined within narrow limits, and in 
more than one instance built over, so 
that even 
slight 
obstructions have 


often resulted In blocking the creek 
and In flooding the streets and cellars 
•nd thereby dolnjf much damage. The 
new conditions, It ia evident, require 
Be* measures for relief, and perma- 
nent Improvements in the beds of the 
traternrays to an extent not heretofore 
undertaken. 
Bed* and Banks or Streams. 


Tho. recent trouble on Silver Creek 


"In large measure is said to have been 


occasioned by the planks with which 
its bed had In some pieces been floored 
being torn loose by the water and In 
their way down stream blocking the 
channel. These planks vero laid sev- 
eral years ago and doubtless the nails 
by which they were fastened to the 


ni»c«s under tho strsss of a con- 


tinuous wetting and drying and -warp- 
Inf, had become loose or In some 
plac»» perhaps rusted off. Under such 
conditions it nee'ded only such a down- 
pour as that of Wednesday afternoon 
to briny trouble. 
It has been sug- 


gested that if the streams are to be 
made safe throughout tho city, the 
beds of the creeks should not merely 
be planked, which at best Is merely a 
temporary makeshift, and one diffi- 
cult to keep an eye upon for ponslble 
dancer, 
but 
should 
b« 
concreted 


throughout, or «.t least so far up the 
•tream as there Is danger. The banks 
also uhould carefully be looked after, 
th« containing walls should not bo 
carelessly laid of loose 
atone, 
but 


•hould bo laid In cement, should bo 
•month and should afford no rough 
places on which accidental drift ma- 
terial could lodge. 


These things are of course expensive 


to do, and to what extent the city Is 
under obligation for the work Is per- 
haps not fully determined. 
At any 


rate, wherever the responsibility rests. 
whether on Individuals or the city, 
the work should be thoroughly done, 
In such manner that In a few years 
more It would not have to be done 
again. It would of courne not bo pos- 
sible to do it all at onco; but if a be- 
ffinnlng were marie and each season 
reasonable progress followed, it would 
not be long before these danger spots 
In the city would bo eliminated.

Tlio 
city provides a dumping s'Ouml for j 
all such rubbish, and tho city ordi- 
nances carry a penalty for those who 
dump elsewhere or who wilfully or 
wantonly obstruct wntor courses.

relrtshly Indifferent aa to perform such 
acts as above nmcd, — and evidently 
there are — every <jfrort to detect them 
thould bo made, and the rtcvorest pen- 
alty rncted out.

I can do the fitting and think I 
can work over the old brake connec- 
tions without much expense. What do 
you think of this plan? 


It Tvould be entirely practical to do 


this, although \ve do not know where 
you could get such a set of drums al- 
ready made. It is probable that you 
would have to have them made to your 
order. 
Remember that you do not 


want to get them so large that they 
will interfere with the road clearance 
of the car. 


Will you please tell me how to scrape 


and take up the wear on the crank 
shaft and connecting rod bearings of 
my Ctrl 


Unless you have to put In new bear- 


ings it is not necessary to scrape them. 
A bearing that has been run for some 
time has a smooth surface and does 
not need this treatment. 
However, 


new bearings must be scraped with a 
tool known as a scraper and which any 
motorcar supply store should be able 
to furnish you. The process is one of 
smoothing the surface as much as 
possible. It is a matter of common 
sense and skill, and we do not advise 
an inexperienced person to do it. 


However, to take up the wear in thc 


bearings you have—and this is all that 
should be necessary if they .nave not 
been burned out or damaged in some 
way—it is necessnry only to take out 
shims and then tighten up the caps 
again fo remove any lost motion. This 
applies to the connecting rod bearings 
as well as the main bearings. 
TIT 


taking out one shim from each side of 
(he cap first. Then see if this is not 
enough to permit of tightening up thc 
cap ao as to remove the play, if one 
shim from each side will not do it, 
try taking two, etc. You must bn care- 
ful not to tighten the bearings so that 
they bind. 
Do not try to turn the 


heads off the bolts in doing it, but set 
them up with reasonable snugness. 


Are aluminum 
piston* a success? 


What changes would I have to make 
other than 
changing pistons? 
How 


about the connecting rods, etc.? 


Aluminum pistons have been adopted 


by many of the leading automobilo 
makers after long test. 
The alumi- 


num pistons can be usod satisfactorily 
with the regular rods in the engine, if 
that is what you mean. 


Will you please give me a formula for 


mixing sulphurio acid, nitric acid and 
water for cleaning brass parts on a 
car? 


The beat mixture of sulphuric acid 


aud nitric acid for cleaning brass parts 
uses 50 per cent of each solution with- 
out any water. For regular cleaning 
purposes this should be kept in a five 
gallon jar with nu earthenware cover 
to prevent the fumes "cooling off. It 
is best to have the jar seated in a 
wood tray and perhaps water flowing 
through the wood tray to dilute the 
acid in the event that the jar should 
break. 
When dipping brass articles 


into this bath the utmost care must be 
taken not to Inhale the fumes, as they 
arc almost fatal to n person breathing 
them, and every care must, be exer- 
cised la handling the solution. It is 
not a bad plan to put a half handful 
of table salt in a four gallon mixture. 
In uslnj? a cleaning dip of this nature 
which will cut off spots of nickel, etc., 
be sure that the parts to be dipped 
arc perfectly dry. 
They should be 


cleaned in. gasoline and entirely free 
from water. It this is not the case a 
pitting action will take place. 


I have a oar which I wish to convert 


into a speedster. Can you tell m* what 
changes are necessary to secure the 
most speed out of it? 


The weight distribution over the 


front nnd rear wheels should be made 
as nearly equal as possible, so that 
the car will hold the track and take 
the turns without upsetting. This rule 
is followed out in designing cars for 
racing. Thc center of gravity is mado 
as low as possible to accomplish the 
same end. The motor should be bal- 
tnced by making the reciprocating j 
parts as nearly equal as possible in 
weight. The crankshaft must be per- 
fectly balanced, tbo connecting rods to 
weigh tbo same. In fact, there must 
not be more work thrust up.on one. cyl- 


What causes a motor to have one cyl- 


inder slightly louder than the other 
three? The motor run* well except in 
this regard and seems to be slightly 
lame when pulling heavy at slow mo- 
tor speed, enough to cause quite • lit- 
tle vibration at times. When the mo- 
tor is ri5ining one can notice that one 
of the exhausts is slightly louder than 
the balance and of a sharper sound. 
This is doing no harm other than being 
annoying. It is a four and one-fourth 
by four and one-half inch motor of the 
valve in the head type. The compres- 
sion is good in all cylinders and the 
valves are all right. The exhaust has 
been always this way. 
I have not tim- 


ed the valves with the flywheel, as it 
haa never been changed, and the cam 
shaft ii_ integral with the cams. 
I am 


of the impression that the cam shaft is 
at fault, as it appears that one valve is 
slightly out of time. 


It is evident that the exhaust valve 


of this cylinder opens earlier than the 
rest, so that the gas is allowed to 
escape when it is at higher pressure 
than the others. This may be caused. 
as you suspect, by faulty cutting of 
the cams, but the likelihood is very 
small, as integral cam shafts seldom 
vary, being cut ou automatic or semi- 
automatic machines and to conform to 
jigs and to pass inspections within 
very narrow limits. It is more likely 
that the length of the valve rods is at 
fault. If these are of the adjustable 
type, shorten up on the offending rod 
slightly. This will give a little more 
play than was had formerly, with the 
result that the valve will open a little 
later. It is possible also that the oth- 
er valves have too much play in their 
action, so that they open too late. This 
would mean that the cylinder that 
sounded the loudest was the only one 
whose valves were working properly. 
"R'hich of these is the case may be de- 
termined by running the motor on this 
cylinder alone, suddenly switching to 
another and running that one alone. 
If it runs faster on the second the fault 
is with the first cylinder. There can 
be little harm in such a condition ex- 
cept as to cam wear. It is liuely that 
the wear Is more severe where the 
play is not so great. 


I have a four cylinder, thirty-fiv* 


horsepower car which has suddenly de- 
ve'oped a peculiar missing. 
It misses 


on cylinders two and three at all speeds 
and hits as well as ever on cylinders 
one and four. 
There is no spark at 


two and threo whatever, while one and 
four have a strong spark. The wires 
and plugs are in good condition. Can 
you tell mo a remedy for this trouble? 


There nrc a number of causes besides 


defective wiring nud plugs that could 
cause two cylinders of a motor to miss 
and two to fire regularly. The mag- 
neto itself must be in proper order or 
you TTould not get, a spark on cylinders 
one and four. Look at your distributor 
and see that the contacts are in good 
order. 
It is probable that the dis- 


tributor brush is worn KO that it only 
contacts on two of the four points. 
These points may also have become 
grounded, to the metal parts of the dis- 
tributor. Dii'ty contacts are frequent- 
ly the cause of misfiring. Do not. be 
too certain, however, that the plugs 
nre not defective. Try other plugs that 
are known to be in good condition and 
eee if they will not spark. See that 
your sparking pointn are not too wide. 
Look carefully to your high tension 
wiring. See that the insulation is in- 
tact and that the connections are tight. 


Would there be any advantage in hav- 


ing a concave topped piston? Would it 
give more force on the explosion stroke? 


Theoretically the more nearly spher- 


ical the combustion chamber !s the 
greater the efficiency of the engine; 
hence a concave head is a step In ths 
right direction.

HEY were enjoying their sundaes and sipping their hot coffee 


after a long auto ride into the country, when Jessie remarked: 


"Aunt Prudence, last evening you promised that you 


would have something to say on this question of the Oneonta girls 
going to work in the factories. I am curious to hear your opinion." 


"Well, Jessie," replied Mrs. Clearview, "I had to admire the 


way you stated your opinion. It was well founded and well ex- 
pressed, but, after all, it was largely theoretical. Theory is the 
province of the young. After you reach my age and have seen 
somewhat of the world, you gain a practical knowledge, and when 
you have the practical to mix with the theoretical you have an un- 
answerable argument. 


"Let's be practical—almost brutally so—for a few moments, 


and then judge whether your position is not stronger that you really 
believed it to be. 


"Oneonta is splendidly situated to become a big town, much 


bigger than it now is. It is bound to grow. That means much of 
good—and it may mean much of evil. Everything depends on how 
you guide the growth of the city. It may mean riches for a limited 
number, with a fine residential quarter flanked and endangered by 
populous slums in which thrive poverty, disease, ignorance, crime, 
immorality and even anarchy. It may mean that hundreds of pretty 
homes shall become practically worthless through the encroacnments 
of undesirable neighbors. It may mean streets crowded by shawled 
foreign women., just struggling up through the centuries-long crust 
of European injustice and misgovernment, and by men who, unable 
to distinguish between liberty and license, either live off the earnings 
of these women, or spend their own wages in drink and gambling and 
carousal. It may mean the coming of even the black brother from 
the south. 


"It may mean a condition which calls for welfare work, much 


public charity, heavy taxation, and (devotion on the part of refined 
men and women to the work of rescuing the 'submerged tenth.' 


"For these Oneonta industries must go on. There is a demand 


for all tfiey can produce. The wheels must go round. The work 
must be done—done with such help as may be obtained. The exist- 
ing factories must be enlarged. Others are sure to come. Oneonta 
is bound to grow. It is to be a city where the dignity of labor is 
appreciated and well rewarded and where the drone will be out of 
place, or it is to be a city of laboring ignorance, with a little coterie 
of supercilious 'betlei-than-thou' people at one side wondering how 
they are to keep the roofs above their heads. 


"It is to be a city of intelligence and culture and happiness, 


with American brains and adaptability reaping handsome rewards 
for work well done; or it is to be a city of untutored incompetents 
noisily demanding more pay than they in their ignorance are worth. 


"It is to be a city in which you may be proud to live—clean, 


orderly, healthful and prosperous. Or it is to be—well, just a mill 
town, with all that term implies at its worst. 


"You know, girls, As the twig is bent, the tree's inclined." It's 


so with Oneonta. This beautiful little city is just at the formative 
period. Its future depends on what we do today. We can keep 
it sweet and homelike and add to its prosperity, if we will. 
We 


may make employment m its industries as creditable and as re- 
munerative as honest work under the best circumstances always is or 
we make it just the opposite. 


"Oneonta is a Mecca for hundreds of young women who spend 


years of hard work and much money to gam a specialized education 
in order that they may teach school for a few hundred dollars a 
year—a nerve racking employment at best and one which takes them 
away from those they most love. It's a splendid thing that this op- 
portunity is offered them—for I believe girls should be self-support- 
ing and enjoy the dignity of spending what is theirs by virtue of 
their own industry. 


"But these factories, right at our doors, offer just as fine an op- 


portunity to make good money—and without years of nerve-trying 
application to books. They offer just as fine an opportunity for 
good associations and recreation. The work is just as valuable to 
the world and its performance is just as dignified. 


"Surely, Kate, you are none the worse for sitting side by side 


with Jessie this evening eating ice cream. Your "social standing' is 
not disastrously effected, is it? Well, then, would you be the worse 
if to-morrow you sat beside her and beside others like her, and aided 
a wonderful machine to manufacture a few dozen very much need- 
ed garments? 


"But here's your father with the auto."
